The 'Cra wford Di Vorcc Case. 

New Yokk, March 27. — A Loudon 
special s^ys: In Purliatneiit lust nigiit 
Mr. Wilson asked wliotlier, in a recent 
case in the divorce court (here he turn- 
ed toward Sir Gharles Dilke, who sat 
behind the.Treasury boncii) it was de- 
cided that the evidence npon which the 
respondent was found guilty of adul- 
tery was not receivable as against the 
correspondent, and whether he was pre- 
pared to take steps with the view to 
making tlie law of evidence in cases of 
adultery similar to tho law of evidence 
in cases of conspiracy.

TPE CANADIAN FISHERIES. 

Thia vory interesting international 
fjiiostion will bo agitated iit an eiirly diiy. 
The Dominion Kovornnienttake the ground 
that the only possible excuse for American 
fiahermen putting into a Canadian port is 
for harbor, wood and water, and then 
they can only romuin twenty four hours. 
Gonaiil Generul Pheluii argues that there 
is nothing in tlie treaty to prevent Ameri- 
cans, liaviiig caught tish in deep water and 
cured tkeni, landing them in a ntarkotablo 
condition at any Ctinadian port and tran- 
shipping them in bond to the United 
States by either rail cr vessel, as at the 
time the treaty was made butli railways 
and bonding systems wore unknown. It 
issmodern commercial convenience nhioh 
Anlerican fiahermen can take advantage 
of without violating any Canadian Bahory 
protection. It would, therefore, appear 
that a refusal to permit transhipment will 
be a violation of the general bonding ar- 
rangement between the tv\u countries, 
and might lead to a rotuliatory measure 
tending to demoralize the Canadian Hour 
and grain trade via rlow Vcirk, Bciatou 
and Portland, atid the forwarding nier- 
ohandiae traflic to British Columbia. This 
is the Brst important question that will 
arise between Canada and the states grow- 
ing out of the fuhoiy enibroglio. The ox- 
tent oi the transhipment of tish may be 
judged from the fact that during the tlrst 
four months after the abrogation of the 
treaty over 10,000 barrels of mackerel 
were shipped to Boston in bond from the 
Straits of Canso alone.

UTILIZED AT ENG'LISU liA Y. 

When Mr. Van Horae was here last fall 
he wa 8 aeked as to the adaptability of Kng- 
lish Bay as a harbor for shipping, niul l e- 
pli3d that he had reason to believe that tlu- 
harbor was f<ood or, at all ereuts, could be 
made good by means of tloatiug breakwaters 
at a very sliyht expense. The syateiu lately 
brought into use is a very ingi-uioas and 
inexpensive <ine. It is called after its origin- 
ator, Mr. (Sreeuway Thoma.s. • Soverul ex- 
periments luive been made on a small scale, 
and there seems to be little doubt that whou 
tried on the open ^ea they will prove equal- 
ly sncoessful. The follotring will give some 
idea of the iugeuoity of the plan adopted by 
Mr. Thomas. Like so matiy important in- 
ventions, however, it seems at first sight so 
simple that one wonders uobo<ly every 
thought of it before. A series of triangular 
buoys are muured at a tlistauot' of about 
their own width in the Hue of the intended 
breakwater. The face [ireseiitod by th« 
buoys to the waves is concave, a very im- 
portant point, for the result is, that the 
waves dushiug against the buoys are turned 
aside, spend their fury on each other, and 
consec^uently neutralize the effect of the 
shock. Another luorit of this invention 
appears to be its obeapuess, for tt has been 
calculated i\l^k a piece of work similar to 
the Plymouth breakwater, which cost over 
a million and a half sterling, and occupied 
thirty "years in construction, could have 
been finished in a year, and for about a 
twentieth of the cost. Are we, indeed, on 
the eve of a revolution in the tedious meth- 
ods so long employed in the construction of 
harbor works? 

COL. AMYOT'S POSITION. 

Since his return from the Korthwest the 
lot of the gallant colonel of the liuobec 
Voltigeurs, who is also the hoii. member 
for Bellechasso, \\:v^ uot been a happy one. 
His letters and telegrams rea'' 'o the house 
by the minister of militia have mad.- him 
the laughing-stoci; cjf the entire euuutry, 
arid coming close uftei them is the declara- 
tion of the Calgary Herald, whieh makes 
matters still worse. The Herald says that 
during the time the 9th battalion was sta- 
tioned in Calgary a report reached that 
town that Big Bear and his band were ouly 
a few miles away and would shortly attack 
the place. The home guards decided to 
place a picket at Shaganappi ford aud Col. 
Amyot was nsked to detuil a company of 
hia men to assist; but refused, it i.s stated, 
on the ground that "it was tou d d dan- 
gerous." This having been copied into 
most of the papers about Ottawa the hon. 
member was practically driven into a cor- 
ner, *nd in self-defence he rose iu the house 
the other day and gave his version of thn 
affair. He denied altogether the truth of 
the statement made, and maintained that 
his battalion had always been on the alert 
and ready to do its duty properly in the 
section of country in which it was station- 
ed. He got back on Sir Adolphc by read- 
ing a commendatory telegram he had re- 
ceived from that gentleman during the time 
the rebellion was in progress. The upshot 
of the affair is an increased estrangement 
between those two gentlemen and a consid- 
erable loss I if prestige ou the part of Mr. 
Amvut. 



HUDSON BAY EX 1' EDITION. 

The government will send anoth or expe- 
dition to Hudson Bay during the ensuing 
summer, and the Alert, lius again been du- 
tuiled for the duty. The yl-ssuI will likely 
stort about the uuddle of May, and she will 
visit all the places on the great bay at which 
observers were stationed last year. These 
geutleuieu will doubtless be glad to be re- 
lieved from their wintry ijuarters as judging 
from the reports of those who were liere a 
year ago a winter residence is the high 
latitudes of Hudson Bayia not a very desir- 
able one. Lieut. Gordon will again be in 
command, and on hia report will demand 
whether the Hudson Bay route is to become 
a reality or not. Much valuable iuforma-, 
tiou was collected last year as to the possi- 
bilities of navigation in the straits, but 
there arc still to be settled c<-rtain ijuestions 
88 to the duration of the iot! in the straits 
and bay, the opening ami closiag of the 
harbors, before it would be safe to eoui- 
meuoe running a regidur line of steamers. 
In the meantime the Manitoba people are 
pushing the railway scheme vigorously, ond 
it is said that construction will commence 
this apriug. If the railway and steamboat 
route become an actual fact it is certain that 
this province will benefit vastly thereby. 

MR. BLAKE IN A TRAP. 

IJoth the Huntingdon Cleaner (re- 
fjrtn) and Montreal Star (independent) 
■ay that Mr. Blake's usefulness as a 
leader has gone and the party must look 
for another.

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THE RT. HON. W. E. FORSTER. 

■ The Eight Honorable William Edward 
Forster, whose death is announced in an- 
other column, was the only son of the late 
Mr. William Forster (who was a minister in 
the Society of Friends, and well known for 
his anti-shivory agitation iu Pennsylvania), 
and his mother Ai ua, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Fowell Buxton. He was born at 
Bradpole, Dorsetshire, July 11, 1S18, aud 
when a young man became a worsted nian- 
nfacttirer at Bradford, Yorkshire. The 
first time he came into particular public 
notice wos when, iu 18-1C-7 he was deputed 
to distribute a famine relief fund in Irehiud 
■>vhieh had been raised by the Quakers. Iu 
1859 he was a liberal candidate for JjLetls, 
but was defeated. In February, ISlil, at a 
bye-election, he was returned without oppo- 
sition for Bradford, which he has contiuuod 
to represent down to the prescat time. At 
the general election of July, 1865, ho wiis 
re-olccted without opposition, and later, iu 
I8C1S, was returned at the head of the poll. 
Mr. Forster was under secretary for the 
colonies iu Lord Kussell's administration 
from November, 1865, to July, 1SU(!. He 
was sworn of the privy council in 
18G8, and admitted to the cabinet iu 1870. 
He displayed remarkable tact' and ability iu 
passing tbvough the house of commons the 
education bill in '7l),aiid the b.diut biil in '7'2. 
In 1875 Mr. Forster was eleeteil u I'ellow of 
lUe Kojal Society, and iater in the year 
Lord Hector of "Aberdeen, with thr titlo 
from that university in 187(1 of I.. L. O. 
When the liberals returued to power in 
1880 Mr. For«ter was made chief secretary 
for Ireland with a seat ill the cabinet. In 
188'2 Mr. Forster, unable to reeoneile hlin. 
self to the policy of the land bill and co- 
ercion measures which lead to the inipri- 
somneut of "suspects," iuchidiug Mr. I'ar- 
nell, resigned office. lie marrfed iu 1850 
the daughter of the lateltev. Thos. Arnold, 
]). D., and was the authoi of several politi- 
cal pamphlets, lie wa.s a niiigisti iite and 
deputy-lieutenant ol Wtsl I'.iding, \urk- 
shiro, and was greatly respected in his pii- 
vate and public capacities.

HOT TIMES IN TEXAS. 

The niilidtry l*i-e|>iirod for Any 
Vlie Strikers Tlircaleii War. 



FuKT WoHTU, Tes., April 4. — Six com- 
panies of the 4th regin;ient have arrived 
here, and two companies of the lat are 
also here. Brig-Oeneral Roberta is in 

command. The dead body of Frank 
Pierce, striker, was found and has just 
been brought into town. Two others, 
wounded, have been lucatcd. Trouble ia 
looked for in the morning. Strikers aro 
coming in from all directions. Train sent 
south this morning reached Alvaredo, 30 
niiUa distant in safety. 

Attorney Oenoral Templeton, who is 
here with Adjutant (reueral King, says 
that since the authority of the state- has 
been invoked it will be carried out, and 
traina must move if it takea the whole 
military force of the state to do it, No 
attempt will be made to take out trams 
until to-morrow. A prnchunatioii has been 
issued cloaUig all salouns and drinkiiii; 
houses. 

The troops here now number 2^i> mon. 
Ilailroad yards are lined with soldiers, and 
no one darea to venture on railroad prop- 
erty. Thi district judge was called into 
conaultetion by the railway ofBcials this 
morning, the result being that at about lU 
o'clock a freight train was sent south un- 
der a special guard. 

This morning the following notice was 
found placarded at the poatottice and 
other prominent places in the neighbor- 
hood: "Pleaae do not sacrifice your lives 
by being shoved out on trains by govern- 
ment oilicors or (lould'? petty oflicers. 
Last call; fair warning." 

The above notice was written in pencil. 
A few arrests were made to day for vi(dat- 
ing the injunction against the strikers laat 
Friday. Strikers are gatheri[ig hero from 
other points. .A number from Brenham 
are known to have arrived this morning, 
and they are said to bo coming from otlier 
towns in the state. Last night eighteen 
men, armed with Wtncheaters, camped 
near the Texaa & Padific track, a short 
distance east of the town. It is thought 
most of the strikers' force 13 outside the 
town and mi attack will Ini made mi somo 
central points, just as the attack of Satur- 
day was made. Adjutant-Uoiieral King 
anticipates some movement of this kind, 
but will say nothing definite. 

St. Locis, April 5. — It waa generally be- 
lieved yeaterduy that to-day the freight 
blockade on this and the euHt side of the 
river would be raised and resumption of 
traflic be completed. The Bridge ami Tun- 
nel company yesterday atuioniiL'ed that 
they would be ready to handle all business 
given to them. The joint iioliec; agreed up- 
on at the general lueeting lieUl ou Saturilay 
was not given the men tuilil one o'clock to- 
day, to return to work, evidently had the 
desired efleot, as the superintendents wore 
notified yesterday by many of their former 
employes that they would be on hand to- 
day, ready for duty. President Tansey, of 
the Transfer company, also received official 
notice from his employes that they would 
report for work iu a body at the comimny's 
stable this morning.

ui., after having mot with cousiJorablo ob- 
struction from snow, they »igIito(i the Tiilu- 
meeu river. The distance beariuga as given 
in the report show a groat divorgonce made 
on tho way in, where, aftor having on the 
fifth day in left tho Niaola trail and going 
N. E. by N. for two miles, and ou Saturday 
N. E. for two miles, the party mado a turn 
ou Sanday, 'running S. £. by S. for 13 
miles. Daring one part of the way they

"waters adjacent thereto," aa used in the 
law, and how far tho jurisdiction of tho 
United States ia (o bo undorstoud us ex- 
tending. 

Preauining your iiujuiry to relate more 
especially to tho waters of Western Alaa- 
ka, you are informed that the treaty 
with Russia of March 30, 1870, by which 
the territory of Alaaka was ceded to tho 
United .Slates, defines tho boundary of 
the territory so ceded. This treaty is 
found on pages 071 to (j7.'i of tho volume 
of treaties of the revised statutea. It 
will be seen, therefore, that the limit of 
the cession extends from a line starling 
from the Arctic ocean, and running 
through Behring's strait to the north of 
St. LawiieDce islands. 

The lino runs thence in a southwesterly 
direction, so as to pass midway between 
tho island of Attoui;i<d Oopner island of tho 
Kormansborski couplet or group of the 
North Paoilio ocean, to meridian of 173 de- 
(?reea west longitudo. All the waters with- 
in that boundary to the western end of the 
Aleutian archipelago and chain of islands 
are considered as comprised within the wa- 
ters of Alaska territory. 

All the penalties prescribed by law against 
tho killing of fur-bearing animals would 
therefore attach against any violation of 
law within the limits before described.
